NOTE: The Applicant appears to refer to more than one definition in the cited dictionary and asserts that "the term 
monolithic generally relates to or will be understood to relate to something that is a single piece or a single unit" (page 17, lines 18-19, of 
said reply). However, the term "integral" was held not to be limited to a fabrication of the parts from a single piece of metal but was 
inclusive of other means of maintaining the parts fixed together as a single unit (In re Larson et al., 144 USPQ 347), so the term "single 
unit" has been interpreted quite broadly.
